Jr., 47, of Hampton, Va., the 
first man across the red carpet 
and onto a €141 Starlifter jet. 
The huge droop-winged tran­ 
sport aircraft was the first of 
four hospitals planes to depart 
at two hour intervals with a 
total of 80 former POWs on 
their last ride home. 
The first Starlifter departed 
at 7 p.m. on a long flight to 
Andrew's 
AFB, 
Md., 
outside 
Washington, D.C. The scheduled 
arrival time is 5:15 p.m. today. 
All 80 were part of the 136 
American prisoners freed Sun­ 
day 
and 
Monday 
in 
Hanoi 
which brought to the halfway 
mark 
the 
POW 
recovery 
program. 
Stepping off their freedom 
flight Sunday, a senior officer 
called them the happiest bunch 
of people in the world. 
“We knew It was going to be 
good to get home,” Col. Crow 
told a small crowd of early 
morning 
well-wishers 
today. 
"We didn't know how good. 
How sweet it is.” 
The flyer, shot down nearly 
six years ago, then spread his 
arms as wide as. he could, and, 
all smiles, said, "We love you 
this much.” 
He 
ended 
with 
a Filipino 
word of good cheer—'“Mabu- 
hay." 
The 
first 20 to go home 
appeared 
in 
excellent 
shape 
with the exception of Navy Lt.

Earth,” the story of a Chinese: 
peasant’s rise to power. 
In 1938 she became- the first 
American woman to win the 
Nobel Prize for Literature on 
the basis of six of her works on 
China. The award made special 
mention of two 1936 biographies 
of her missionary parents — 
“'The Exile” and "Fighting An­ 
gel.” 
Bom Pearl Sydenstricker in 
Hillsboro, W. Va., on June 26, 
1892. Miss Buck went, to China 
with her parents as, an infant, 
and learned to speak Chinese 
before she spoke English. 
She returned to America and 
Europe for schooling but spent 
most of her first 43 years in 
China, living in various vil­ 
lages. She was married to John 
Leasing Buck, an agricultural 
missionary. In 1917. The mar­ 
riage ended in a divorce in 1935 
and Miss Buck almost imme­ 
diately married her publisher, 
Richard J. Walsh. He died in 
1960. 
Miss Buck’s writing career 
brought her back to the United 
States virtually M l time by 
1940 and she eventually settled 
in Pennsylvania, setting up two 
homes for orphaned children in

SAIGON (AP) - The four- 
party Joint Military Commis­

The impasse is over the num­ 
ber of prisoners to be ex­ 
changed. North Vietnam and 
the Viet Cong claim the United 
States shares responsibility for 
the stalemate and should inter­ 
vene with the Saigon govern­ 
ment. 
Informed. U.S. .sources, close 
to the commission said South 
Vietnam, 
which 
called 
the 
meeting apparently had a new 
proposal. 
“The North Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong w’ould never have 
agreed to this meeting unless 
they were sure of this,” one 
source said. 
The two Communist delega­ 
tions had vowed to boycott 
meetings of the Joint Military 
Commission and its subcom­ 
mission on prisoners until the 
South Vietnamese representa­ 
tive received new instructions 
from the Saigon government. 
As the meetings began, the 
Saigon command issued a com­ 
munique reporting the heaviest 
fighting in weeks ki the north­ 
ern part of toe country.. 
The communique said North 
Vietnamese gunners fired 1,900 
rounds of artillery, rockets and 
mortars into a position of South 
Vietnamese 
paratroopers 
six 
miles southwest of Quang Tri 
City and assaulted the position

Takeover at Wounded Knee Enters 2nd Week 


WDUNDED 
KNEE, 
S.D. 
(AP) — The Indian takeover of 
Wounded Knee entered its sec­ 
ond week Tuesday with more 
talks but no settlement. 
Officials of the Justice and 
Interior departments met with 
attorneys representing the In­ 
dians Tuesday night and then 
said they have given the In­ 
dians a 
final opportunity to 
m?ke a proposal for a settle­ 
ment of the armed stalemate. 
Ralph Erickson of the Justice 
Department and Charles G. Sol­ 
tar. an Interior Department of­ 
ficial, met with Lawyers for the 
Indians. Soller said the Indians’ 
attorneys had agreed to submit 
a proposal which they would, 
work out with Indian leaders. 
Soller said it would be “fair 
to describe the proposal which 
we expect to receive as the fi­ 


nal proposal.” 
“We’ve gone as far as: we can 
go, we can go no further,” 
Erickson told newsmen. 
The Wounded Knee Indians 
want the Interior .Department 
to intervene in their tribal dis­ 
pute with Richard Wilson, the 
elected president of the Oglala 
Sioux. Most of the 13,000 mem­ 
bers of the tribe live on the 
Pine Ridge Reservation, where 
Wcunded Knee is located. 
Leaders of the American In­ 
dian Movement, some of whose 
leaders spearheaded the take­ 
over, also want protection from 
what they allege will be Wil­ 
son’s strongiarm tactics against 
p e r s o n s 
involved 
in 
the 
Wounded Knee action. 
Erickson said Monday he was 
“mildly optimistic” about a set­ 
tlement to remove the 200 In­ 


dians from the village. Asked 
his feelings late Tuesday, he 
said he had no additional com­ 
ment. 
An 8 p.m. EST deadline set 
by the Indian leaders to end. 
their cease-fire passed, without 
incident. 
Vernon Long, a tribal civil 
rights leader, told Soller, “We 
cannot wait for two weeks. If 
you can’t help us, we're not go­ 
ing to wait. We’re going to get 
it over today.” 
Soller replied, 
“I have no 
suggestions 
to 
alleviate 
this 
problem.” He told Indian lead­ 
ers he would confer with Wash­ 
ington .and report back later 
Tuesday. 
Meanwhile Dennis Banks, a 
leader of the militant Indians, 
told his followers in Wounded 
Knee, “ We all know we’re in a 


war and we’re beginning to fe< 
the first pangs of war — pang 
of hunger, and pangs of colc 
We know they’re going to try t 
starve us out or freeze us ou 
But this is our kind of wai 
We’ve been fighting hunger an 
cold all our lives.”

Standard procedure for an American 
baffled by Washington bureaucracy is to 
write his congressman. The congress­ 
man is then expected to unravel red tape 
and produce some sort of satisfaction. 
It’s a system which involves 535 com­ 
plaint bureaus, with staffs of assorted 
sizes peppering executive agencies with 
inquiries—ofen on the same subject. It 
has been estimated that this work takes 
more than half a congressman’s time. 
Every so often someone advocates the 
"ombudsman” approach used in Scandi­ 
navian countries and New Zealand. 
An “ombudsman” is an official desig­ 
nated to help citizens with their com­ 
plaints against the government. In the 
United States, under the latest proposal, 
the “ombudsman” would be a congres­ 
sional Office of Administrative Counsel. 


This has merit to the extent it would 
relieve representatives and senators of 
routine burdens, leaving ntort Unit tcf 
study legislation, and it should even af­ 
ford the public more specialised atten­ 
tion. 
Rut no congressman is going to sur­ 
render his image as the voter’s personal 
friend at the scat of power, the man to 
whom to turn in a time of frustration— 
and to remember in November. 
If the “ombudsman” plan is ever 
adopted in Washington, it will no doubt 
zealously guard the tradition by providing 
that all complaints and replies be chan­ 
neled through congressmen’s offices. 
Rut there should be no illusions of eco­ 
nomy. Under an "ombudsman” there 
would be a new-bureaucracy to deal with 
the old. with no reduction in congress­ 
men’s staffs. 


Oil Pinch 


Other nations as well as the United 
States are affected by the energy crisis 
of which much is heard. Rut, as the 
biggest user of 'energy, the U. S. is must 
affected. 
Those who are most vocal say the 
rale at which fossil fuels are being used 
up could1 bring to a halt all the glorious 
works of industrial civilization in three 
or four decades. The comforts and con­ 
veniences, the necessities, hopes and am­ 
bitions of 'people everywhere depend on 
the wheels of progress being able to con­ 
tinué to roll. But the wheels cannot roll 
on if there is no oil. 
Predictions of doom are normal com­ 
ing from¡ some environmental zealots. 
But the Organization, of Petroleum. Ex­ 
porting Countries, whose .members pro­ 


duce fió percent of the world’s oil. has 
issued a serious warning. It wasn’t the 
usual thing, a demand that the Western 
companies put up more money, or else. 
"At the predicted levels of growth of 
consumption and production of oil and 
gas,” said OPEC, “the reserves of these 
two major sources of energy will fast 
become inadequate to cope with global 
requirements. At the present level of 
reserves and production, we have only 
enough for about three or four decades.” 
The OPEC has called an extraordin­ 
ary meeting in Vienna next month to dis­ 
cuss the crisis. And it is asking that 
measures be taken to stop wastage and 
to intensify efforts at finding new re­ 
serves. 


Of Foods to Come 


Definitely not for gourmets is the lat­ 
est news from scientific circles. Scien­ 
tists predict that, with the world’s ex­ 
panding population outstriping food sup­ 
ply. sustenance in the future may have 
to come from coal, petroleum, natural 
gas and fungi. 
They tell, for example, of a yeast mi­ 
crobe that feeds on coal tar and produces 
an edible protein in the form of a flour- 
Uke substance. There is a bacteria ‘hat

gorges on methane, which shapes up 
about 90 percent of natural gas, to pro­ 
duce a vitamin-rich material that con­ 
tains up to 40 percent protein. 
There are mildews and molds that per­ 
form in other nourishing ways. 
Sounds awful. Still, a lot of the food 
now isn’t very appetizing either. Over- 
fertilization. preservatives, freezing, de* 
hydrating and other scientific triumphs 
have left the palate poorer.

Wiidlif» Preservation 
To the Editor: As a result 
of the three-week meeting in 
Washington between most of the 
major countries, with the ex­ 
ception of China, the world 
appears on the way toward 
concerted action to protect its 
r e m a i n i n g but dwindling 
wildlife. Eighty nations have 
agreed to a treaty prohibiting 
commercial 
trade 
in 
375 
varieties of animals now on the 
path of extinction. 
From five 9pecies of whales 
t o 
alligators, 
tigers 
and 
rhinoceroses, the list includes 
178 species of mammals, 113 
birds, 84 reptiles, moUusks, 
fishes and amphibians. And 239 
animal species, not yet en­ 
dangered, would be traded only 
if both exporting and importing 
countries granted permits. 
This is by far the most 
energetic undertaking to control 
and reverse the decline of many 
animal kingdoms. Its greatest 
effect will be against poachers 
and smugglers.

Approximately 20,000 people 
drown each year in the U.S.A.

The 
communist-led Pathet Lao con­ 
trol nearly two-thirds of the 
area in that country and man­ 
aged to extract a far more 
favorable agreement than the 
communist forces got in South 
Vietnam. 
A provisional government is 
provided for in the Laotian 
agreement. It will be a tripar­ 
tite government similar to the 
one appointed under the 1962 
Geneva agreement on Laos. Ex­ 
cept that this time instead of 
holding only one-third of the 
cabinet posts, the Pathet Lao 
will have exactly half. 
That is how desperate a politi­ 
cal settlement of any kind has 
become for Laos.

Ghosts Take Over 
Old Opera House

Early in January of 1882, the Pottstown news­ 
paper assumed a role of self-appointed guardian 
of the public welfare when it learned that one of 
the men living near Limerick Square was about 
to discharge his regular physician and take up 
with the Reading hex doctor. What a horrible 
person it must have taken this old witch to be! 
Actually, the Limerick man was suffering a pe­ 
culiar kind of disorder which his family physician 
had been utterly helpless to relieve. 
“The man of course thinks he is bewitched, 
and that the ‘hexer’ mummeries of the Reading 
fraud will free him from his ailments.” 
Wilh an outlook like this by the press, how 
could anyone hope for success by bringing a 
spiritualists' show to the boards of the Pottstown 
Opera House? Yet J. Miller obviously was confi­ 
dent there was a chance when he signed the con­ 
tract for a one-night stand to bring five mediums 
into the opera house Saturday night, Oct. 29. 
And surprisingly, he did not fare badly on his 
advance publicity. We have several times noticed 
that it worked to the advantage of the patron 
when he would invest in a little “card” to be 
placed in the advertising columns of the paper, 
and we can only conclude that a dollar thus spent 
could prove a wise investment, at least diluting 
the editorial acid until the conclusion of the show. 
In this case, it was announced that Pottstown 
residents who normally would be reluctant to 
meet with spirits in the dark could upon this 
occasion see them “by gaslight,” and with the aid 
of five newly-developed mediums possessing ex­ 
traordinary power, Miller would send his ghost 
“around among the audience shaking hands with 
all.”On the agenda, additionally, was the promise 
that Miller and his mediums would attempt not 
only to make a large table flofct across the stage, 
but he would call upon a piano to rise, and with­ 
out any human hands the audience might hear 
that piano give forth music, What seemed more 
challenging, spirits with flowers in their hands 
would play upon guitars and attempt other extra­ 
ordinary feats. 
Actually, the reviews of the show on Monday 
following were not too extreme, although the 
editor did suggest that the large number of per­ 
sons who had invested a quarter for seats might 
have found “spirits for a lesser sum in many 
places in this borough.” Three local townsmen, 
J. V. Beecher, George Andrews and D. K. Engel, 
were brought behind the footlights where they 
might at close range observe that no hanky-panky 
was being introduced. 
As a matter of record, the show as reported 
on Monday suggested a rather substantial fare, 
and we are inclined to accept the fact at this 
late writing that everyone received his full 
quarter’s worth. The five mediums, appropriately 
gowned, did in fact cause the heavy table to swish 
along behind the gaslights while they prated 
strange phrases and made secret gesures. Fol­ 
lowing this, they turned various tumblers of water 
into sweetest wine, and then back again. We 
suppose by this time the official watchers were 
beginning to warm up to their tasks as tasters.

Children's Letters 
Bureau Appears to Operate Smoothly

HARRISBURG - The State 
Bureau of Motor Vehicles in 
P e n n D O T 
apparently 
is 
determined to prove that state 
government can operate more 
efficiently, - less costly, faster 
and with fewer people. 
For example, this year, for 
only the second time in at least 
the last decade, there will be 
no need for an extension of the 
March 31 deadline for license 
plate stickers. Last year was 
the first time no extension was 
granted, and the bureau is 
currently running ahead of last 
year’s pace. 
William Titelman, director of 
the bureau, insists these facts 
are a direct result of Gov. 
M 111 o n 
J . 
S ti a p p * s 
'businesslike’’ 
approach 
to 
state government. 
“Better 
m a n a g e m e n t 


techniques, better organisation 
and greater efficiency are 
enabling us to process the 
applications 
with 70 fewer 
employes than we had last year, 
and last year we had the 
smallest work force in 13 
years.” he said. 
The bureau, director also 
pointed out that these cost- 
cutting measures are saving the 
commonwealth 
considerable 
money, noting that: 
“For one thing we do not 
have to pay as much overtime. 
For another thing we have had 
far fewer temporary employes 
and have been able to use those 
that we have for shorter periods 
of time.” 
But probably the greatest 
savings figure resfilts from 
another area. Titelman said last 
year for the first time the 
bureau deposited during the 


month 
of 
January 
money 
received from, motorists, and 
this year the bureau deposited 
$9.8 million more than last 
January, resulting in greater 
interest payments to the slate. 
So far the bureau has mailed 
out more than 3,3 million 
license plate stickers. In fact, 
by the end of January they had 
processed more than 2 million, 
compared to 1.3 million at the 
end of January, 1972. 
“We are able to handle ap­ 
proximately 100.000 applications 
per day; unfortunately the 
applications are not coming in 
that fast from the people,” 
Titelman said. “One hundred- 
thousand applications equals 
about 50 hags of mail. We are 
currently receiving only about 
20 to 25 bags of mail per day.” * 
Although the bureau does not 
know for sure, the current 


estimate is that it will receive 
4.5 million renewal applications. 
This means that more than two- 
thirds 
have 
already 
been 
processed and mailed out to 
drivers. 
That all of this is being ac­ 
complished with fewer employes 
and at a savings to the taxpayer 
of the Keystone State is indeed 
noteworthy — not only a 
dramatic change, but a very 
visible one as those drivers who 
have their license stickers can 
attest. 
Right now the only thing 
holding the bureau back is the 
fact that people are not sending 
the applications in rapidly 
enough. Titelman says that they 
can handle almost twice as 
many applications per day a 
they are receiving at the 
current time. 
He says the only reason a . 


person will receive his sticker 
after the1 March 31 deadline is 
if he waits until the last, minute 
to send in the application. 
Unquestionably it is a bit of 
contrast to years gone by — 
but notwithstanding this fact, a 
resolution has been introduced 
in the House of Representa lives 
calling for an. investigation of 
the Bureau of Motor Vehicles, 
the resolution noting that “in 
recent years there have been 
increasing numbers of com­ 
plaints about inefficiency and 
d e l a y s encountered when 
dealing with the Bureau of 
Motor Vehicles.” 
The resolution may or may 
not be in order; this, of course, 
will have to be determined by 
the House of Representatives in

although at the moment, at least 
it would seem to be a bit ill- 
timed.

Minnie Sutton puts the blame 
for high fooa prices squarely 
on President Nixon. 
“Anybody who voted for that 
man is crazy,” said the 75-year- 
old widow who lives in Potts- 
grove Towers on a Social 
Security income of $174 a month 
for food, rent and clothing. 
“He’s taking away from the 
poor and letting food prices go 
so high I can't buy anything 
but canned goods on sale.” 
Mrs. Sutton has a head for 
figures. In the spot she’s In, 
she has too. 
“I can’t pay $1.80 a pound 
for steak,” she said. “Even 
hamburger’s over a dollar a 
pound. I love lamb chops. But 
the other day I picked up a 
package of three priced at $1.90. 
I just put it back in the case 
again. 
“Even fish is too much. The 
fish market charged me $4.70 
for two slices of shad the other 
day. If I’d been buying for 
myself, I couldn’t have paid it.” 
Fresh vegetables are soaring 
equally out of reach for Mrs. 
Sutton and other elderly people 
on fixed incomes. 
“The A&P wanted 52 cents 
for one head of cabbage. Can 
you imagine? And 79 cents for 
two servings of collard greens. 
How’s a person supposed to 
live?” she asked. 
“I have arthritis. I can’t go 
out and get a job again.” 
One of Mrs. Sutton’s solutions 
is vegetarian meats made of 
soybean products and flavored 
to taste like meat 
“You can get chicken, roast 
beef, ham flavors, just about 
anything at the health food 


store,” she said. “At least It 
has protein.” 
Mrs. Ocie Phillips, 26 Custer 
Court, has to feed herself and 
five children on $35 worth of 
food stamps a week. She pays 
$25 of her public assistance 
money for the stamps. 
“It’s hard to feed that many 
on that amount, she admitted. 
“We manage to get along with 
the stamps but without them 
we’d be in bad shape ” 
C a n n e d goods are the 
cheapest way to feed her 
family, Mrs. Phillips found. 
“Old people are really con­ 
cerned about where it’s going 
to end,” said Sharon Lockyear, 
a social worker for Family 
Service of Montgomery County’s 
Services to Old People. 
“They have no flexibility in 
their incomes and no hope in 
sight for an end to the inflation. 
They have no options like 
getting a better job.”

New Concepts in Housing Meet Resistance

Robert Basile, an architect 
and planner, is a partner wi.h 
his two brothers in Basile Corp., 
Douglassville. 
A graduate of Rennselaer 
Polytechnic Institute, he was 
one'of the young planners who 
d e s i g n e d 
Reston, 
revolutionary 
planned 
com­ 
munity for 100.000 people in the 
countryside outside Washington, 
DC.Now he and his brothers are 
helping to put some of the ideas 
developed at Reston to work in 
this area. It isn’t always easy 
tastes are conservative in 
this part of the country and new 
ideas in housing meet every 
form of resistance. 
But the Basiles have faith m 
t h e i r 
ideas. 
Like 
all 
businessmen their first aim is 
to make a profit. But they 
admit harboring hopes of ad­ 
vancing the state of the art in 
this area by building examples 
of what good planning can do. 
BAD NAMES 
H o u s i n g and apartment 
nrniects eot bad names during 
the boom'Tig 1950s and M * 
when they seemed to oe 
springing up like dandelions m 
all kinds of unexpected places. 
Housing d e v e l o p m e n t s 
sprouted dull rows of houses 
each in its square of lawn along 
treeless streets. In rural areas 
they brought sudden spurts of 
population growth - crowding 
school and roads, pushing up 
t a x e s , attracting shopping 
centers and gas stations and 
tarnishing the countryside. 
Apartments were worse Often 
thiy looked like cellblocks 
awash in parking lots and 
mercury vapor lamps, occupied 
by criminals, addicts, deadbeats 
a n d 
fly-by-night 
famu®s. 
anxious to avoid their share of 
local taxes — or so the stones 
W Apartment 
dwellers 
were 
“transients.” True, they were 
members of the econoimc 
c o m m u n i t y , earning and 
spending money. But they also 
were taking up space and 
establishing few personal ties to 
the older community, neighbors 
often felt. 
Housing projects still are 
being built. The conventional 
scheme of private houses on lots 
in rows still satisfies the desire 
Of many city-dwel ers and 
voung married couples for a 
piece of land and a house to 
themselves. 
B ut 
more 
and 
more 
homeowners are finding the 
costs of land and construction 
too high for their jweketibooks. 
Thev also are growing tired oi 
the responsibilities of main­ 
tenance and taxes. With more 
and more leisure time at their 


disposal, they like to get away 
from home to ski. golf, hunt 
or enjoy other away-from home 
pastimes. 


LESS SPACE 
The declining birthrate means 
that many couples no longer 
need plenty of space for 
children. 
Furthermore America has 
become a nation of nomads. 
Families roam from city to city 
as 
men 
are 
transferred, 
promoted or change jobs. 
Such families often prefer to 
rent housing. 
All these social and economic 
changes are beginning to bring 
changes in the ways people 
provide shelter for themselves. 
An example 
is Painter’s 
Crossing, a complex of luxury 
apartments Basile 'Corp. is 
building in a grove of old beech 
and oak trees near Chadds 
Ford. 
From the highway you would 
hardly know the complex is 
there. The narrow road leading 
into the development is. winding 
and picturesque. At the bottom 
of a little hill it crosses a 
tumbling stream guarded by an 
uneven 
row 
of 
weathered 
wooden poles. 
The 
86 
apartments 
are 
arranged in clusters of two- 
story buildings of tan stucco 
with brown wood trim. The 
buildings are handsome and 
simple, partly owing to the 
influence of Designer Jerry 
Fujimoto, a young Californian 
on the Basile brother’s staff. 
The road and parking lots hug 
the rear of the site, shielded 


by the old trees and the 
buildings. The front of each 
apartment faces the millpond 
and stream that runs through 
the center of the complex, 
surrounded by grass and trees. 
The buildings lie irregularly, 
like the land itself. From the 
front of any of the apartments 
a resident can walk on .grass 
to any other apartment or a 
recreation area without crossing 
a road or parking lot. 


RURAL SERENITY 
The scene from the second 
floor balconies, is a picture of 
undisturbed rural serenity. 
Ghe Basiles put at least as 
much effort into the site of 
Painter’s Crossing as they 
devoted 
to 
the 
buildings. 
Perhaps more, they admit. 
.As; many as possible of the 
old trees were saved, often at 
great expense and trouble. 
“You can’t plant mature 
trees,” Robert Basile explained. 
“And landscaping can’t give an 
atmosphere of permanence to 
a site.” 
To save one huge tree, the 
brothers had to ask for a 
special zoning hearing and 
exception to move their road 
five feet closer to the property 
boundary. Fees and delays cost 
them perhaps $1,000. 
Harmony, permanence, visual 
variety — these are new 
elements in the design of 
apartment projects, which often 
used to look more like human 
warehouses than places to enjoy 
life.Unfortunately these things 
cost money. The economical 


way to build is to start with 
a flat site, cut down all trees 
that will interfere with con­ 
struction 
and 
design 
the 
buildings entirely with straight 
lines, flat roofs and right 
angles. 
Cubes and rectangles are 
easiest to build and enclose the 
moat space with the least 
materials. 
In arranging buildings, any 
deviation from the straight line 
tends to cost more money. 
Winding roads cost more than 
straight ones; buildings set 
back any further from the 
property line than the law 
requires mean longer sewer 
connections and driveways. 


ONE PROBLEM 
“Required setback distances 
are one of the problems we run 
into all the time in township 
zoning codes,” Basile said. 
“The townships need controls 
for orderly development. The 
problem is setting regulations 
that allow maximum flexibility 
for the designer as well as 
orderly .growth."’ 
The 
Basiles 
often 
have 
p r o b l e m s with township 
supervisors when they first 
present their unorthodox plans. 
The suspicion always arises that 
developers are simply trying to 
find 'ways to get around the 
codes in order to save money. 
“Usually after our first units 
are up and the results visible, 
we get more cooperation,” 
Basile said. 
Hard experience has given 
local authorities good reason to 
be wary of developers. Building 


is strictly a business to many 
developers, who want to make 
the most profit from the 
smallest investment in land, 
material and labor that building 
codes and zoning rules will 
allow. 
Men like Ernest, Robert and 
Donald Basile, who take an 
artist’s pride lit the projects 
they hope to make a profit 
from, are more rare. Basile 
Corp.’s staff of 20 men and 
women 
includes 
architects, 
designers and land-use planners 
a s 
well 
as 
construction 
managers and financial experts. 
They are trained to handle 
all phases of a project, from 
buying land to renting or selling 
their finished apartments and 
houses. 
But even the designers at 
Basile Corp. are by no means 
free to please themselves, 
They have to design homes 
that people will pay to live in, 
that subcontractors will erect 
without special charges and that 
the officers of banks and 
savings and loan associations 
will risk financing. 
It isn’t easy to do. 
“Lots' of ways have been 
found to build things cheaper 
and better,” Basile said. 
“But trying to get a sub­ 
contractor to use them and 
charge lower prices is totally 
frustrating. They simply won’t 
do it.” 
Basile has even harsher 
words for the loan officers of 
savings and loan associations. 
“Lenders don’t want to be 
wrong — they want to build 
what some guy built last year 


Flood Proves Worth of Civil Defense 


Civil Defense was a household 
word in the early 1960s. 
Mobilized to salvage as much 
of the population as possible 
after a nuclear attack from 
Russia, civil defense offices 
stocked 
underground 
fallout 
shelters for 300,000 people in 
Montgomery County alone. 
Four h u n d r e d radiation 
monitoring stations were set up 
and emergency communications 
networks organized. 
But today nobody seems much 
worried about nuclear attack. 
With the fading of cold war 
fears, even the federal govern­ 
ment has quietly notified civil 
defense offices around the 
country to “deemphasize” the 
fallout shelter program. 
When stocked public shelters 
in old buildings are torn down, 
the shelters aren’t replaced. 
So what’s left for civil defense 
to do? 
PROVED WORTH 
Quite a bit, as a matter of 
fact. If anyone doubted it a year 
ago, Hurricane Agnes proved 
the worth of the state and 
c o u n t y ’ s 
civil 
defense 
organizations. 


The overwhelming flood and 
its aftermath has speeded the 
shift of civil defense concerns 
to 
natural 
disasters 
and 
homegrown emergencies, ac­ 
cording to Samuel Ely, Mont­ 
gomery County civil defense 
director. 
Through the county office, 
with its four full-time employes, 
and the 
62 local volunteer 
directors, water gauges are 
being installed in strategic spots 
along watercourses in 
the 
Schuylkill River in order to 
provide advance warnings of 
floods and their probable levels. 
Through the resources of the 
state 
civil 
defense 
office, 
e m e r g e n c y supplies and 
equipment 
can 
be 
located 
quickly and brought to disaster 
areas. 
Thomas Harwood, Pottsto wn 
deputy director, and assistant 
borough manager, said civil 
defense found two large pumps 
desperately needed 
at 
the 
borough water plant during the 
flood and brought them to the 
scene. 
A ID STATIO N S 
C i v i l defense volunteers 


manned aid stations and set up 
a ham radio network to coor­ 
dinate rescue operations. 
N o t i n g that Montgomery 
County lies in a heavily-traveled 
air corridor for airliners en­ 
tering and leaving Philadelphia 
Airports. Ely said his offce 
recently conducted a simulated, 
airliner crash exercise in Lower 
Providence township. 
Police all over/the county 
were asked by radio to check 
with local hospitals to find out 
how many beds were available 
and how much blood, was in 
stock. 
The answers came back in 
10 minutes, Ely said. 
County civil defense also 
helped organize 24 independent 
ambulance services in the 
county into an 
am.bula.nce 
r e s c u e 
association. 
The 
association has standardized 
p r o c e d u r e s 
for 
better 
cooperation 
in emergencies. 
Radios are being installed in 
ambulances so drivers can 
n o t i f y .hospital emergency 
rooms to be prepared. 
Few citizens know that Mont­ 
gomery County has four un­ 


derground hospitals ready 
emergencies, each with 
for 
200

Sophisticated planning may 
make large developments much 
easier to swallow in years to 
come. But the problem of 
adequately housing families on 
the lower half of the income 
scale promises to grow more 
and more acute.

limited to earnings of $2,100 per 
year if they’re on Social 
Security, she pointed out.

Rent Hikes 
Blamed on 
Rising Costs 


Rent in several Pottstown 
area apartment units went ap 
this month since Phase III of 
President Nixon’s wage-price 
controls ended all restrictions 
on rent increases. 
While the majority of area 
rental agents and property man­ 
agers seemed to be taking a 
wait and see attitude, a few 
responded with announcements 
of rent increases effective 
March 1. 
Robert Tagert, business man­ 
ager for Achenbach Apartments, 
High and York streets, said 
there were several factors in 
the decision to raise rents there. 
He said the building was pur- 
chasd by Stem Nester, an area 
paving contractor, from Binder 
& Binder law firm in February. 
“The law firm owned the 
building since 1932 and had no 
mortgage,” he said. “The new 
buyer now had a mortgage star­ 
ing him in the face and he just 
couldn't run the building on the 
iqeome he was getting.” 
“We tried to be fair but still 
needed to raise the rents,” Tag­ 
ert added. “I can sit down with 
anyone and prove where this 
man with one large expense 
could go into a hole.” 
In addition to the high mort­ 
gage, Tagert cited recent in­ 
creases in utilities and much 
higher property taxes In the 
downtown area than, residential 
sections as other reasons for 
the increase. 
Tagert also manages several 
other apartments both in the 
business and residential sec­ 
tions of the borough where 
tenants will find no rent .increas­ 
es.The Franklin Apartments, 
King and Franklin streets, and 
Belmont Apartments, Hale and 
Warren streets, along with seve­ 
ral homes on North Warren 
Street have gone up in rent. 
Mrs. Marie Liberatori, an em­ 
ploye of Warren B. Zern. rental 
agent for those units, cited ris­ 
ing costs to keep the apartments 
operating as the reason for the 
increase. 
“Our rents always were low­ 
er than most of the apartments 
in this area and with, the con­ 
trols on for the past year and a 
half, we now are trying to catch 
up,” said Mrs. Liberatori add­ 
ing the rents still are lower 
than most in the area. 
She said there was no set 
percentage increase. The rent 
was determined on an individual 
basis.

Religious Snake-Handling Remains Widespread Practice Down South

ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) — Al­ 
fred Parsons, a 32-year-old car­ 
penter, put on h'is best clothes 
one day late last summer and 
went to a rural Georgia church.

enough, he lifted a rattlesnake 
from a box with his bare hands 
and began to shake It 


The snake sank its fangs Into 
Parsons four times, 


He sought no medical atten­ 
tion because other believers bit­ 
ten 
In similar 
circumstances 
had lived to demonstrate their 
faith anew. Parsons died before 
midnight and was buried in the 
church cemetery. 


Such 
deaths 
are 
relatively 
rare, and religious snake-han­ 
dling 
remains 
widespread 
in 
Southern 
backwoods 
and 
the 
mountain 
hollows 
of 
Appa­ 
lachia. It is, however, less com­ 
mon than it once was.

ago, but it seem s to be flourish­ 
ing again,” says Dr. Weston La, 
Barre of Duke University, au­ 
thor of a book on the subject.

thing, it shall not hurt them .” 
Because of adverse publicity, 
Kane says, many snake han­ 
dling churches have gone un­ 
derground and allow only m em ­ 
bers to witness services. 
Religious snake handling was 
begun in 1909 in Grasshopper 
Valley, Tenn., by George W. 
Hensley, who was struck by the 
passage from St. Mark. After 
pondering 
its 
meaning, 
he 
chased down a big rattlesnake 
in a rocky gap and. called a 
meeting of his neighbors. He 
exhorted his neighbors to ex­ 
press their belief in the literal 
truth of the Bible by passing 
the 
angrily 
buzzing 
snake 
among themselves. No one was 
injured 
and 
word 
quickly 
spread. 


LED TO DEATH 
The founder’s faith led to his 
death on July 24, 1955, at Les­ 
ter’s Shed, Fla. He was fatally 
bitten by a Diamondtoack dur­ 
ing a prayer service. The event 
was nearly fatal to the move­ 
ment as well, since it was ex 
ceedingly

Hensley’s followers. 
Kane found during his nine- 
week 
tour that services are 
conducted today in much the 
same manner as in Hensley’s 
day:

Filing Motions 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
federal judge Tuesday gave j 
lawyers for three newspapers 
and a national news magazine; 
until Tuesday to file motions 
to quash subpoenas issued on 
behalf of the Committee for the 
Re-election of the President. 
The subpoenas were issued to 
reporters, an editor and a pub­ 
lisher. 
The re-election committee is 
involved in three multimillion- 
doliar civil suits growing out of 
the Watergate political espion­ 
age affair. It is seeking testi­ 
mony from, the newspeople,, 
their “manuscripts, notes, tape 
recordings of communications 
. . . drafts, copies and final 
drafts of stories” written about 
Democratic officials who dis­ 
cussed the case. 
At a hearing Tuesday, law­ 
yers for the newspapers sought 
delays in giving the sworn testi­ 
mony while they filed motions 
to quash the subpoenas. The 
newspapers contend the sub­ 
p o e n a s 
raise “the 
most 
profound First Amendment is­ 
sues” of press freedom. 
U.S. District Judge Charles 
R. Richey told attorneys for all 
sides in the case that he is de­ 
termined to stick to a tight 
schedule in order to bring the 
suits to trial.

“ I don’t blame them (CBS, of­ 
ficials» for being frightened,” 
said, Rabe, ,32, who served in 
Vietnam in 1.966 as an Army 


clerk-typist with a hops it ai unit 
at Long Bin'h near Saigon. 
“ 1 do blame them for taking 
if off the air,” he added. “ It’s 
frightening politically.” 
Papp said Wood personally 
notified him of his decision to 
postpone the play early Tues­ 
day afternoon. 
"CUTTING AWAY" 


Papp said he told the CBS ex­ 


ecutive “ that ‘if you cancel the 
show, you. are 'being party to 
the cutting away, the whittling 
away of the First Amendment 
How the hell can you take this 
position today when your net­ 
work ... has been under attack 
by the government? * ” 
'“ The point .Is, people should 
not be deprived of the right to 
see it, either by the network or 


by the affiliates,”' Papp said, 
“ it seems to be prior restraint 
and prior censorship.'”' 
He said, he accused Wood of 
'bowing to pressure from the 
government. A CBS spokesman 
later denied this and said no 
government pressure ever was 
involved. 
Papp vowed that if “Sticks 
and Bones” isn’t broadcast.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - A

the military purposely under­ 
estimated the strength of ene­ 
my forces In Vietnam, because 
of “ political pressures.” 
Samuel A. Adams, testifying 
about troop estim.at.es quoted in 
the Pentagon study, said they 
would be “ useless” to an ene­ 
my because the statistics had

graded.” 
A general who testified for 
the government against Daniel 
Eltsberg and 
Anthony 
Russo 
said the troop estim ates would 
have aided the enemy in Viet­ 
nam. 
“ I believe that the number 
240 000 was not even our best 
estim ate of how many foemen 
there were out in Vietnam,” 
said Adams, of the figure re­ 
ported in 1968, “ but that it was 
the result of political pressures! 
. . pressures to display the( 
enemy as weaker than he ac­ 
tually was.”

The short-haired Adams, a 
Harvard graduate, told jurors 
he was interested in learning 
about the Viet Cong military 
forces, saving, “ I wanted to 
f»nd out what makes these guys 
tick.” 
He said he began studying es­ 
tim ates of “order of battle,” 
which he described as “ our es­ 
tim ate of how many baddies 
there are out there 
fighting 
against us.” 
In one such study, he said, he 
decided that the military — in 
giving the estimate of 240,000 
troops in January, 1968 — had 
underestimated by more than 
half. He said 'he believes the 
figure was closer to 600.000 
North 
Vietnamese 
and 
Viet 
Cong.

grading apparently was to show 
that U.S. forces were winning 
the war and diminishing enemy 
troops, but Adams was stopped

NEW OWNERS

months before reopening under 
new cwners — and with great 
ceremony presided over by none 
other 
than 
the 
then-Prime 
Minister Harokl Wilson. 
There is still now a plaque 
nailed to the wall behind the 
small stage commemorating the 
Wilson ceremony in 1966. 
There haven’t been any more 
Beatles discovered there but 
things were going along nicely 
enough — until British Rail 
came along. 
Adams, the present owner, 
thinks the place ought to be 
preserved 
under 
government 
order, as the cultural shrine it 
is. 
“We get more visitors than 
Liverpool Cathedral does,” he 
says. The guest book bears him 
out —■ with names of thousands 
of people who still come, from 
all over Europe, the United 
States, Japan, Turkey, Lebanon, 
Argentina, almost everywhere.

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Course on death 
offered students

“'Perspectives on Death” 
grew out of an impromptu 
visit to a funeral home two 
years ago by a group of 
DeKalt, 
H i, 
junior high 
school pupils who came to 
school 
the 
following 
day 
confused about what they 
had 
seen, 
aecondltlf 
to 
David W. Berg, co-designer 
of the course. 
Berg and another teacher, 
G e o r g e 
G. 
Daugherty, 
created a six-week study of 
death for 35 pupils in an 
experimental, 
c l a s s 
at 
Northern Illinois University. 
The experiment proved so 
popular with the students 
the teachers developed the 
materials 
into 
a 
formal 
course 
for 
high 
school 
students last fall, Berg said. 
In an interview, Berg said 
the 
basic 
text 
of 
“Per­ 
spectives on Death” is an 
anthology 
including 
such 
material as interviews with 
physicians on the medical 


aspects of dying and the 
relationship b e t w e e n a 
doctor and a dying patient, 
the 
ethical 
questions 
of 
determining when a person 
is truly dead, and a brief 
history of funeral homes. 
Also, he said, the course 
Includes 
fiction: 
Stephen 
Crane’s “The Red Badge of 
Courage,” John Gunther’s 
“Death Be Not Proud,” and 
poetry related to death. 
“We want to get students 
to look at death from all 
kinds of perspectives,” Berg 
said. He said a “student 
activity book” prepared for 
the course includes even a 
crossword puzzle using “ the 
specialized 
vocabulary 
of 
death” — words such as 
hearse and genocide. 
Berg said both teachers 
and pupils who have taken, 
the course have been “very 
enthusiastic” 
a b o u t 
it. 
“There have been very few 
negative 
reactions,” 
he 
said. 
In 
Illinois, 
he 
said, 
students who have taken the 
course 
“are 
much 
more 
aware now of such things 
as abortion, Vietnam and 
the

Overfed Americans undernourished

but 
undernourished

shockingly unhealthy for a 
nation so technically ad­ 
vanced and affluent. 
If Americans spent the 
same 
amount 
of 
time 
learning how their bodies 
function as they do on their 
television sets, their 'bodies 
would operate at least as 
well as the “tubes.” But the 
human 
body 
cannot 
be 
a d j u s t e d to maximum 
o p e r a t i n g efficiency by 
merely turning a few knobs; 
it 
requires 
a 
long-term 
proper diet. And one thing 
is 
certain: 
the 
typical 
American diet is far from 
proper. It’s much too high 
In 
fat 
and 
sugar, 
con­ 
tributing 
to 
obesity 
and 
other ailments. 
A diet high in saturated 
fats can cause atherosclero­ 
sis, fatty deposits in artery 
walls, as explained by Dr. 
Lawrence E. Lamb, a cardi- 
ologist-author. 
W h i l e 
some 
fat 
is 
necessary 
in 
our 
diets, 
sugar is not. It is the culprit 
behind many ills not the 
least of which are obesity, 
malnourishment and dental 
decay. Some experts believe 
sugar sacks should carry 
the warning cigarets must 
bear: 
that 
it 
may 
be 
hazardous to health. Others 
believe 
sugar 
should 
be 
banned. 
Sugar contains primarily 
carbohydrates. 
T h o u g h 
c a r b o h y d r a t e s 
are 
necessary 
to 
health, 
we 
need only a fraction of what 
we consume. If we eat the 
recommended 
daily 
ser­ 
vings 
of 
vegetables 
and 
fruits, we get more than 


e n o u g h 
carbohydrates. 
Breads and cereals, milk 
and 
some 
other 
dairy 
products 
supply 
us 
with 
even more. 
Food's energy value is 
e x p r e s s e d in calories. 
Sugar, like alcohol, contains 
empty calories because its 
nutritive value Is negligible. 
This applies to all forms of 
.sugar, Refined 'white sugar, 
or table sugar, is almost all 
sucrose. While brown sugar, 
maple sugar, raw sugar and 
honey have slightly more 
nutrients than refined white, 
no one should be duped into 
t h i n k i n g these sugars’ 
nourishment is more than 
negligible. 
Honey is not sucrose, but 
a mixture of simple sugars 
— fructose and glucose — 
which 
are 
absorbed 
un­ 
changed 
into 
the 
blood. 
Molasses, 
especially 
the 
dark, has more minerals 
and other nutrients than any 
other sweetener. 
The sugar industry per­ 
petuates the 
false 
notion 
that its product is essential

GW brand's sacks 
even show a chart implying 
specific amounts of sugar

lump, five-cup-a-day doffee 
drinker downs more than

Great Western Sugar Co., 
maker of GW sugar, em­ 
phasized, those figures are

The package footnotes the

A g r i c u l t u r e , 1959,” it 
couldn’t be found In that 
Evans said that it actually 
came from “Food Buying,” 
a book used in compiling 
the yearbook.

A m e r i c a n 
M e d i c a l 
Association 
nutritionist, 
said, 
“Sugar 
has 
car­ 
bohydrates

minerals. Because obesity is 
a national health problem. 
When people select foods, 
hopefully their food choices

misconception about quick 
energy, 
especially 
before 
physical activity, Timothy 
Craig, secretary to the AMA 
c o m m i t t e e on medical

education said, The body’s 
energy 
requirements 
are 
established at least 48 hours 
in 
advance. So eating a 
candy bar will not give 
instant energy. It will take 
about three hours for the 
candy to be digested, and 
a n o t h e r several hours 
before it is broken down and 
transported to the muscle 
tissue. Unless a person Is 
deficient in carbohydrates, 
there’s no need for high- 
energy foods before a race, 
etc. 
“Vigorous exercise might 
increase the appetite,” he 
said.

Sudan President Pledges Just Punishment for Terrorists 


KHARTOUM, Sudan (AP) — 
President Jaafar el Numairi, 
denouncing the slaying of three 
foreign diplomats in Khartoum 
as an “ intolerable crime,'’ said 
Tuesday night he will not be 
lenient with the Black Septem­ 
ber guerrillas who did it. 
He said the guerrillas “ will 
'be brought to trial. I will leave 
justice in our country to take 
its course. 1 have high con­ 
fidence its judgment will 'be 
firm and its punishment will be 
just.” 
Numairi called on all Arab 
countries to join him in con­ 
demning 
the 
attack 
at 
the 
Saudi Arabian Embassy last 
week in which two Americans 


and a Belgian were assassi­ 
nated. 
“ Those who want to avenge 
the Israeli shooting down of the 
Libyan airliner and armed at­ 
tacks in Lebanon should fight 
in the land of aggression, not in 
the embassy of our brothers,” 
he said. 
“NO HEROISM" 
“ There is no heroism in seiz­ 
ing a few unarmed people to 
hold them hostage at gunpoint 
for 
demands 
that 
everyone 
knows are impossible to meet 
aud then slaughtering them like 
sheep to keep their bodies rot­ 
ting for 24 hours,” the presi­ 
dent said. “ This is contrary to 
the Moslem religion.”

CONDEMNS KILLINGS 
King Hussein of Jordan also 
condemned the Khartoum kill­ 
ings. 
“ Such acts constitute an af­ 
front to Arab dignity and do the 
Arab cause incalculable harm,” 
the king said Tuesday. 
“ The Arab situation is char­ 
acterized by differences and 


disunity. Our losses are being 
multiplied. The world is en­ 
raged, and we are providing 
the enemy the 
means with 
which to deal us more blows.” 
Hussein’s remarks were in a 
message to Kuwait broadcast 
by Amman radio.

Army Decides 
To Drop Action 
Against 2 POWs 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Pentagon announced it would 
not prosecute two released pris­ 
oners of war who had been con­ 
sidered absent without leave 
from their units in Vietnam at 
the time they were captured. 
The 
decision 
cleared 
Pvt. 
Ferdinand Rodriguez of New 
York, 
N.Y., 
and 
Spec. 
4 
Richard 
H. 
Springman 
of 
Cottonwood, Ariz., of possibile 
court martial. 
A Pentagon spokesman said 
the Army had determined after 
an investigation that both men 
“will not be tried by court 
martial, nor 
punished 
under 
article 15 of the Uniform Code 
of 
Military 
Justice 
(which 
allows punishment without a 
court martial).” 
Rodriguez. 24, was charged 
with being absent without leave 
from April I, 1968, until the day 
of 
his 
capture, 
April 
14, 
according to the Pentagon. He 
had been in Vietnam only six 
days when he disappeared from 
his 
unit, 
an 
administration 
company attached to the 25th 
infantry division. 
Springman disappeared May 
'25, 
1970. in the vicinity of 
Katum, Cambodia, and initially 
was listed as absent without 
leave. It was not until two 
years 
later 
that 
the 
Army 
learned he had been captured. 
The Army initiated a policy 
of leniency toward returning 
POWs last Feb. 23, when court 
martial charges against Spec. 4 
Keith 
A. 
Albert, 
23, 
of 
Thibodaux, La., were dropped. 
Albert had been charged before 
his capture on May 21, 1970, 
with assault against a fellow GI 
in Vietnam. 
As in Albert’s case, the Army 
gave no reasons why it was 
dropping the complaint against 
Rodriguez and Springman. One 
source close to Albert’s case 
had said at that time that the 
Army 
felt 
the 
youth 
had 
suffered enough as a POW. 
Albert, Rodriguez and Spring­ 
man were all members of the 
first group of POWs set free 
Feb. 12. Investigations into the 
complaints 
pending 
against 
each of them began as soon as 
they were released. 
The 
possibility

action 
against these three men pre­ 
vented 
them 
from 
receiving 
promotions while in captivity. 
Most 
other 
prisoners 
were 
promoted. 
Although the army could now 
theoretically grand retroactive 
promotions, there was no indi­ 
cation tihs would be done.

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All About Horses 
By JOHN H. SHROPSHIRE 
“What is Shipping Fever; the cause; complications; 
prevention? What to watch for and what to do in the 
event your horse gets it?" This I was asked recently 
by Frank Hagerman at Yellow Rock Horse Ranch in 
Belvidere, N. J. . 
As Frank says, “This disease just about effects 
every person who buys stock, either private or through 
a reputable dealer." And, any time you move horses 
long distances by trailer or van they can contact 
Shipping Fever. 
Obviously the best man to answer these questions 
would be a veterinarian. I looked up my friend, Dr. 
E, L. Symington, Equine Practitioner and a man with 
many years of practical experience. So I did the ask­ 
ing and Dr. Symington did the answering. 


SHIPPING FEVER 
Q. How about Frank's first question, just what is 
Shipping Fever? 
Shipping Fever is a common name that covers a 
lot of ills of horses. Actually, it is a bacterial infec­ 
tion of the upper respiratory tract and is known also 
as Strangles or Distemper. 
Q. What is the cause? 
A. As the name implies it often results when 
horses have been shipped but the real predisposing 
factor is stress, when a horse's resistance is low. Any 
stress can predispose to the disease; exposure to cold 
wet weather; weaning; exhaustion from overwork. In 
fact, at one time it was suggested the name of the 
disease be changed to “Stress Fever”, Ahich would 
be more apt. 
Q. What complications can you get into with the 
disease? 
A. If it is not diagnosed soon enough and treated 
properly a horse can wind up with Influenza, Pneu­ 
monia. Rhinitis, Pharyngitis or Laryngitis. 
Q. That sounds pretty bad, can it be treated suc­ 
cessfully and how? 
A, Yes, good nursing care, antibiotics and laxa­ 
tive feeds. 
Q. Obviously it would be better to prevent the 
horse from getting it, what do you recommend? 
A. Use some common sense when shipping horses. 
Don’t move them if they are already weak or ailing. 
Insofar as possible try to avoid shipping in cold wet 
weather. If the van or trailer is drafty, put a blanket 
on the horse. Inform your vet when you are going to 
ship and ask him to administer the appropriate dosage 
of antibiotics and tranquilizer. 
Q. How about horses after they arrive at their 
destination, what do you do? 
A. If it has been a long trip, additional antibiotics 
may be prescribed. If possible it is a good idea to 
quarantine horses for ten days to two weeks, but this 
is tough to do on most farms. It is also a good idea 
to make the first feed, after shipping, a hot bran mash. 
Q. When you say quarantine, that suggests the 
disease is contagious. 
A. It is, and that’s why you should make sure 
your trucker has a clean van that has been disinfected 
before shipping. Sales barns and trucks are probably 
a common source of the disease. 
Q. Are there any other ways of contracting Ship­ 
ping Fever? 
A. Contact with diseased horses is probably the 
most common, but it is also spread by community 
water and feed troughs. Carry your own bucket and 
draw water direct from the tap, don’t dip it out of a 
tank. Likewise, carry your own feed tubs. 
Q. One final question, what are the most common 
symptoms? 
A. Discharge from the nostrils, shortness of 
breath, swelling at the throat latch and going off feed.

SOUTH SAN GABRIEL, Ca­ 
lif. I AP> - As a band played 
and neighbors cheered in a 
heavy rain, an American flier 
held by North Vietnam for 614 
year wearily chopped down a 
sign at his home Tuesday that 
read: 
“ HANOT 
RELEASE 
JOHN NASMYTH.” 
“ It felt good, but it was a 
little tiring. This axe is heavier 
than it looks.” said Capt. John 
H. Nasmyth Jr. after the home­ 
made 
sign 
crashed 
to 
the 
ground. 
His family, who painted the 
lft-foot-square sign and erected 
it on a corner about 100 yards 
from their home in this Los An­ 
geles suburb on Oct. 11, 1969. 
looked on as the uniformed Air 
Force captain whacked away 
for five minutes in a steady 
drizzle that turned into a down­ 
pour when he finished. 
The marching band from a 
nearby high school turned out 
in full uniform 
and played 
“ When Johnny Comes' March­ 
ing Home.” About 200 people of 
all ages turned out to watch, in­ 
cluding 
preschool 
younsters 
carrying American flags. 
Nasmyth, a 32-year-old bach­ 
elor whose Phantom F C air­ 
craft was shot down on Sept. 4. 
I960, didn’t know about the sign 
until he reached the Phillipmes 
last month. 


At a party for family and 
friends afterward. Nasmyth’s 
mother. Virginia, said the long- 
awaited ceremony went exactly 
as she imagined it would. “ I 
was glad to see the rotten thing 
go,” she said. 
When a friend mentioned the 
years of work she has devoted 
to trying to free her son and 
other prisoners, Mrs. Nasmyth 
glanced across the room at 
John and said, “ I got my re­ 
ward.” 
Nasmyth's parents, two sis­ 
ters and brother were active in 
efforts to gain the release of 
POWs. 
They 
made 
several 
treks to Paris, sometimes car­ 
rying hundreds of letters of 
support. One sister went to 
Moscow, the other went with 
her mother around the world 
trying to gain support. His 
brother once fasted for four 
days in a mock cell. 
Nasmyth told reporters at the 
party, “ No words I can say can! 
express the pride and honor I 
have for my family and every­ 
thing they’ve done.” 
Having changed into civilian 
clothes, he seemed to mix eas­ 
ily with the friends and rela­ 
tives. kissing the young women 
and having his picture taken 
with the small children. He puf­ 
fed a cigar, sipped beer and
